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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Monaco requested clarification as to the Examiner's application 
of Boroczky et al. to the claimed, "gain factor generator configured to generate a gain factor based on said mask and 
said low passed signal". Mr. Monaco proposed amending claim 1 to clearly recite that the gain factor generator 
receives separate inputs from the low pass filter and the mask processor, as opposed to the single input produced by 
the mask processor(14, figure 1 , figure 2) which contains the low pass fitter(52, figure 2) as taught by Boroczky et al. 
and applied by the Examiner. 
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
